It may be classified as a prophetic 
narrative based upon fictitious condi­ 
tions. Just as the exaggerated and ab­ 
normal statements of Revelation are 
used to outline the course of future 
events; so the Lord prophetically illus­ 
trated in this story the change iii the 
circumstances 
and 
conditions 
that 
w'ould arise in the experiences of the 
Jews (the Rich Man) and the Gentiles 
(the Poor Man). 
Perhaps no other 
story ever given has been so foolishly 
misapplied as this one. 
To take it in 
its literal sense, as some have endeav­ 
ored to do, would imply that the Savior 
was setting forth a mass of meaning­ 
less gibberish. 
Why any one should 
so far neglect the use of reason and 
common sense as to suppose that a 
poor man at death would immediately 
be gathered to Abraham’s bosom, and 
that a rich man w'ould immediately 
go to a literal place of fire and brim­ 
stone, is inexplicable. One could just 
as reasonably understand Revelation 
17:9, literally.

London, May 17.—The two militant 
suffragettes who recently captured 
'The Monument,” 
W rens 
master­ 
piece, which stands near tim north­ 
ern approach to London bridge, com­ 
memorating the great fire of I(166, 
knew that they were in grave dan­ 
ger of personal injury from the ex­ 
asperated 
crowd 
which 
gathered 
about the base of the structure, but 
they have not yet learned that their 
temporary abode was in oven greater 
peril. 
Overlooking tile monument is 
fine of his majesty’s tax collecting 
offices, and in the office sat one of 
that type of the king’s tax collectors 
who never overlook 
anything 
that 
may add to the Lloyd George budget. 
This collector, after hastily read­ 
ing the law* relating to the imposi­ 
tion 
of 
the 
inhabited house tax. 
sought the police inspector in charge 
of the squad besieging the monument 
and begged him for permission to 
present the suffragette garrison with 
a demand for inhabited house duty 
on the ground that, having dispos­ 
sessed the caretaker, the tw’o women 
were the do facto occupants of the 
structure.

collector 
mournfully confessed later, tim in­ 
spector was the usual type of London 
police official without the requisite 
imagination to grasp the possibili­ 
ties of this counter stroke, and he 
refused to permit the levying of the 
demand. 
The collector stated that 
the tax w’ould have made no small 
hole in the war chest of the mili­ 
tants, because he flat 
;ed himself 
that the adjusters wo. d permit a 
rather

beautiful structure.

The innocuous bombs which have 
been discovered near various banks 
in London recently were not placed 
there by practical jokers, as the po 
lice have been inclined to believe, 
but, according to a member of the 
militant organization, the fake ex­ 
plosives were left by recruits of the 
Women’s Social and Political Union. 
who were being tested by their lead­ 
ers as to their fitness for more seri­ 
ous forays. 
It seems that a militant member 
who was suspected of being an agent 
of Scotland Yard was given a bomb 
to place in the doorway of a well­ 
known bank. 
It was of the usual 
milk can variety, filled with black 
powder, and with an electric fuse at­ 
tached. 
Tho suspected member has­ 
tened to Scotland 
Yard 
with

bomb, where it was 
very 
gingerly 
conveyed to the department which 
makes a specialty of handling these 
dangerous contrivances. 
After the 
fuse was removed the powder was 
submitted to the Scotland Yard chem­ 
ist, who, after a brief examination, 
pronounced the substance ordinary 
wheat flour, mixed with lamp black. 
The woman was then permitted to 
place the bomb as originally planned, 
but Scotland Yard fears that the use­ 
fulness of its agent is at an end be­ 
cause she was shadowed to the Yard 
by members of the W. S. P. IT.

The first merchant vessel to leave 
England armed in accordance with 
the proposals of Winston Churchill, 
first lord of the admiralty, has sailed 
for South America. 
She is the Ara­ 
gon. of the Royal Mail line, and she 
brings 
home

Argentine 
great quantities of chilled meat. Her 
sister ship, the Amazon, which is now* 
completing, will be similarly outfit­ 
ted. 
The necessary struck i\ral ar­ 
rangements were made 
while 
the 
ships were building, and to each ves­ 
sel the admiralty has supplied two 
1.7 inch guns. 
The officers and sea­ 
men of the steamers include a large 
number of Royal Naval Reserve men, 
who in rase of an emergency would 
be capable of manning the guns. 
This armament is of course not 
intended for offensive purposes, but I 
the admiralty believes that for de­ 
fensive purposes it is sufficient to 
counteract the risk of attack from 
lightly armed foreign merchant ships. 
It is the intention that a large num­ 
ber of steamers, especially those en­ 
gaged In carrying food supplies, shall 
be thus armed in the future.

or the Canadian service, are under 
contract with the government to be 
armed in case of war for both offen­ 
sive and defensive purposes.
